The council has now done aJl with- 


in its power to make Craghead street 
a "White Way." 
It appears that the 


council is trying to see how little good 
can be derived from the money it 


had to 
care 


spends. 
The electric consumers will 


have to pay the cost of illuminatinn 
K the electric plant can afford to 
furnish the necessary current from 
its present sources of income, it would 
be far better to -cut its rate instead of 
wasting the required current. 


This is just another case of the 


council's continued program of ex- 
travagance. It appears to many that 
the body is trying to put through all 
of its "pet schemes" before a forced 
retirement, to which if is plainly 
headed. Small wonder that the city 
spent over one million and four hun- 
dred thousand dollars last year and 


issue additional bonds to take 


of necessary improvements for 


the public utilities. Now. in order to 
remedy the deplorable conditions that 
exist in our public school system, the 
city has got to borrow three hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. 


Practically all of the people who 


arrive on the trains nowadays are 
drummers coming to Danville. While 
on the other hand if only two blocks 
of Craghead. Market and two blocks 
of Union streets were made "White 
•Ways", this would make a better im- 
pression and more attractive to the 
people who come to our city to make 
purchases. Anything to make our re- 
tail business section more attractive 
is an asset and will pay big dividends 
to our merchants in. profits. The 
council throwing away money under 
the present condition trying to make 
the city an attractive sellers market 
instead of an attractive buyers mar- 
ket. 


No one has ever accused the coun- 


cil of any dishonestly but the citizens 
are daily reminded of how little bene- 
fits are derived from the large sums 


h« dei>Mi'Untnts. which was ouly in 
'.«« with Its duty. Jt is to be emphasl- 
•d that this Is but one feature of the 
•wnrice expected of it. Important as 
were the 
Investigation^ that were 


shown to be necessary; there were 
nany other duties to discharge In the 
cause of progress and in the public 
nterest generally. 
There can be no 


questioning that the attitude of the 
United States senate has been ob- 
structive to the cause of world peace; 
flrnt in withholding this country from 
o-operation with its allies toward 
that end. and lately in keeping it 
from joining the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. 
With tax re- 


duction urged at the close of the 
world war. congress ha* still to furn- 
ish the relief expected and promised. 
In this instance it has ignored both 
Democratic and -Republican authori- 
ties on the subject. So In other pro- 
positions lor the good of the country 
as a whole. 


The main trouble, of course, has 


been a lack of strong and broadniind- 
ed leadership for the majority, this 
lack being emphasized at the very be- 
ginning of this session by delay of or- 
ganization in both branches by dead- 
locks. The majority of congress and 
the president of the same party have 
apparently been unable to arrive at 
any basis of co-operaCon. The presi- I 
dent recommends eome action, where- 
upon the members of his party in 
congress either pigeonhole his propo- 
sition or do just the opposite of what 
he asked. 
Much used to be heard of 


dictatorship from the White House 
when an executive would be able to 
exert an effective influence upon the 
legislative body, but it is recalled that 
such "dictatorship" has at times put 
through, some most important con- 
structive programs. 
A presidential 


voice of a commanding character 
might be considerably appreciated 
Just now. 


This is a reminder that there must 


be a leadership that will keep the in- 
terest of the nation as a whole from< 
being submerged in a scramble of 
politics of a sectional or district char- 
acter. Many of the members of con- 
gress appear to think only of what 
may serve their private political in- 
terests in their home districts. They 
measure everything by the political 
yardstick and trade votes, log-rolling 
fashion, for bills that may help one 
onother with "the boys" at home. The 
larger matters, such as that of world 
peace, are secondary to them. In the 
seats of the mighty, they yet are 
swayed by the smaller considerations. 


But who put them in the seats of 


the mighty? The correction rests fi- 
nally with the people themselves. Not 
only must they give more thought to 
the fitness of those they send to con- 
gress, but they also must give more 
attention to the conduct of those sup- 
posed to represent them. They must 
put an end to the small politics that 
has been sidetracking their larger in- 
erests.
